Busted! Raid 
cops arrest 11 
in drugs seize 


ONE of the biggest drugs operations 
in the history of Northamptonshire 
Police took place on Tuesday - with 
16 raids across the county. 

The investigation, which has been 
running for the past 18 months, saw 
11 people arrested on suspicion of 
conspiracy to supply controlled drugs. 

They have all been released on bail 
until June while further enquiries are 
conducted. 

The controlled drugs seized during 
the operation are believed to be 
cocaine and cannabis but the exact 
weights are unknown. 

Detective Inspector Mark Brayfield, 
of the East Midlands Special 
Operations Unit for Serious Organised 
Crime, said: “We recovered over a 
hundred items of property during the 
raids which we are now in the 
process of reviewing and 
documenting. 

“Items include phones and 
computers which will require detailed 
forensic examination. 

“The investigation into the large- 
scale conspiracy to supply drugs is 
ongoing and officers have worked 
tirelessly over the past 18 months to 
get to the point we are at today. 

“This is one of the biggest drugs 
operations in Northamptonshire 
Police’s history and the team will 
continue to work hard to bring those 
who traffic controlled drugs to 
justice.” 

There were also arrests following 
busts in Cambridgeshire and 
Hampshire. The operation involved 
more than 150 officers from 
Northamptonshire Police. 

Tuesday’s operation follows raids in 
Northamptonshire and Hampshire in 
December in connection with the 
same investigation.

‘Blow for town’ as 
TalkTalk shuts up

PHONE company TalkTalk is to 
close its Northampton site with 
168 potential job losses. 

Bosses announced on Tuesday that 
a bid to simplify UK operations 
would mean shutting down the call 
centre at Belgrave House, Greyfriars. 

And union representatives have 
spoken of their shock at the news 
saying it’s a ‘big blow for the town’ 
with staff facing the prospect of 


relocating to other sites including 
Preston. 

Alan Smith, a regional organiser 
for the Communication Workers’ 
Union, which represents employees 
at the Northampton site, said: “Our 
members were surprised as anyone 
else at the announcement. The first 
we knew was when they phoned 
us.” 

Mr Smith said the union would be 
doing all it could to represent mem¬ 
bers individually and added: “The 
majority of the workers I’ve spoken 


to have been there for more than 
five years and they are embedded 
into the local community. It would 
be a huge risk for people to up sticks 
and move as there’s no guarantee 
their jobs will be safe even if they 
do.” 

A spokesman for TalkTalk said: 
“The changes will result in new jobs 
being created in some locations and 
business areas while collective con¬ 
sultations on job losses will begin in 
other parts of the company, includ¬ 
ing Northampton. 


“TalkTalk will be working with 
affected employees to maximise 
their opportunity to transfer to new 
roles at other UK sites, including in 
Preston, where the appointment of 
Careline to run the site will lead to 
the creation of 200 roles.” 

The company said the number of 
customer service calls had fallen 
due to improvements in “customer 
experience”. 

The consultation period began 
yesterday and is expected to run for 
between 30 and 90 days.

Organised crime gang jailed for cash and carry kidnap 


FOUR men have been locked 
up after kidnapping a cash 
and carry manager and 
binding his ankles together. 

The 54-year-old victim was 
threatened with a knife and 
made to hand over his car 
keys before being bundled 
into the back of his own 
vehicle. 

Last Friday the gang 
including men from 
Northampton were jailed for 
a total of 37 years. 

The terrifying ordeal began 


at around 6pm on November 
3, 2010, when the worker 
was forced out of his car in 
Keyworth, Nottingham. 

The four men forced him to 
open the Booker cash and 
carry in Grantham and then 
stole cash and cigarettes. 

The alarm was raised when 
the victim was dumped in a 
field where he managed to 
free himself from the tape 
and flag down a passing lorry. 

Detectives from 
Nottinghamshire Police’s 


major crime unit examined 
CCTV footage and trawled 
through phone records to link 
together the four men, who 
were part of an organised 
crime group. They were: 

■ Nathan Pilsbury, 23, of 
North Oval, Kingsheath, 
Northampton. He was found 
guilty of kidnap and robbery 
following a trial and was 
sentenced to 13 years and six 
months. 

■ Andra Alfred Hoyland, 28, 
of Northampton Road, 


Broughton, Kettering, pleaded 
guilty to kidnap and robbery 
and was sentenced to seven 
years and six months. 

■ Richard Loveridge, 20, of 
Ecton Lane Park, Lower Ecton 
Lane, Great Billing, 
Northampton, pleaded guilty 
to kidnap and robbery and 
was sentenced to six years. 

■ Martin McBrien, 26, of 
Crow Lane, Little Billing, 
Northampton, pleaded guilty 
to kidnap and robbery and 
was sentenced to ten years. 


Council boss 
calls for ban 
on ‘chuggers’ 

CHARITY collectors in 
Northampton town centre 
could face a ban if they are 
too “aggressive”. 

Fundraisers patrol the 
town’s shopping area most 
days of the week, trying to 
persuade passersby to part 
with their pounds and pen¬ 
nies. 

But some have been 
labelled “chuggers” - charity 
muggers - due to their intim¬ 
idating way of approaching 
people. 

Now the leader of 
Northampton Borough 
Council has said their behav¬ 
iour could put people off 
coming to the the town. 

Councillor David 

Mackintosh said: “A visit to 
Northampton should be a 
relaxing experience where 
you can enjoy browsing the 
shops, grab a bite to eat and 
enjoy everything our town 
centre has to offer. 

“Unfortunately a good day 
out can be ruined by an 
aggressive charity fundrais¬ 
er.” 

He brought up the possibili¬ 
ty of a ban at a full council 
meeting on Monday evening. 

The news came just days 
after police warned people 
not to give money to beggars 
on the streets of 
Northampton, but Cllr 
Mackintosh was keen to stress 
that most charity collectors 
were doing an admirable job. 


Rail death woman 
saved train images

AN inquest heard how a 
28-year-old woman who 
killed herself by standing in 
front of a high speed service 
travelling at 125mph had 
videos of trains on her 
laptop. 

Yesterday, the coroner’s 
court in Northampton heard 
about the tragic death of 
Cornelie Olivier who died as a 
result of multiple injuries at 
the disused rail station in 
Blisworth. 

On July 25 last year the 
South African, who at the 
time was living at the Coach 
House Hotel, East Park 
Parade, Northampton, parked 
her car near the station and 
walked to the railway line. 

As the London Euston to 
Manchester Piccadilly train 
approached Blisworth at 
15.15pm, a single figure 
appeared on the track. 

Evidence from the driver of 


the Virgin Train, Jonathan 
Smith, was read out. It said: 
“Suddenly a figure came out 
of the bushes and stepped 
into a side-on position to the 
train. 

“I sounded the horn when I 
was 50 metres away and the 
person looked at the train and 
turned their back to it. 

“The train struck them and 
there was a very loud bang 
and there was the sound of 
debris striking under the 
train. It appeared to me to be 
very deliberate as they did 
have a small opportunity to 
move but they did not. This is 
the first time I have been 
involved in something like 
this and it is very traumatic.” 

Miss Olivier’s partner, 
Cassandra Hart, explained 
that Cornelie came to 
England in 2004 and the cou¬ 
ple had a civil partnership 
ceremony in 2006. She told 
the inquest: “For the past 
three years she had obsessive 
compulsive disorder. For 


seven/eight hours before she 
went to work she would clean 
the house. She would not 
allow my children to sit in cer¬ 
tain areas as if they ate any¬ 
thing they would leave 
crumbs. 

“We could never live togeth¬ 
er as it was either her or the 
children and in April 2011 she 
moved out.” She told the 
court she had no cause for 
concern about her partner. 
On the day she died Miss 
Olivier left Miss Hart a voice 
message saying how much 
she loved her. 

The police informed her of 
Miss Olivier’s death and of the 
farewell note she had left on 
the driving seat of her car. 

When Miss Hart was clear¬ 
ing up Miss Olivier’s belong¬ 
ings she found videos of trains 
on her laptop. 

Coroner Anne Pember said: 
“At a time when she was feel¬ 
ing low and depressed and 
she no longer wished to live 
she killed herself.”

Hospital admits 7% 
of deaths avoidable

NHS bosses in Northampton 
have admitted that a number of 
deaths at the town’s hospital 
could have been prevented. 

In a report seen by members of 
the Northampton General 
Hospital Board yesterday, figures 
showed that seven per cent of 
deaths could have been prevent¬ 
ed by better care. 

When applied to the number of 
people who died between April 
2011 to January 2012 - 839 - it is 
the equivalent of five avoidable 
deaths every month and a total of 
around 59. 

The Board said that earlier this 


year the emergency part of the 
hospital was under significant 
strain and a “comprehensive 
review of the emergency care 
pathway” was launched. 

But the most recent figures 
showed improvements in the 
mortality rate, with fewer deaths 
than expected. 

In the report to the Board, Dr 
Sonia Stewart, senior medical 
director, said: “In seven per cent 
of cases, reviewers felt that better 
care might have prevented the 
death of the patient during the 
admission concerned. 

“This is in line with internation¬ 
al studies which have used this 
method of review to target quality 
improvement. ” 


She added: “The re-design of 
emergency care procedures will 
focus on rapid access to the right 
care, planning of care and conti¬ 
nuity of care.” 

It was also revealed that one in 
four hospital admissions in the 
ten months up to January this 
year could have been avoided. 

Many of the patients involved 
were elderly or had cancer or 
dementia, and the report suggest¬ 
ed they should have been allowed 
to die at home rather than be 
admitted to hospital. 

But in a more positive outcome, 
the reviewers felt that 76 per cent 
of patients received care they 
“would have wished for their own 
family”.

Ms Milnes, who has two 
children, said: “I am very 
angry and I just don’t 
understand why someone 
would want to hurt an 
animal. 

“Bonnie is two years old 
and is very friendly. She had 
been out from Wednesday 
until Thursday morning and 


had not come home. She 
usually comes back for her 
food and when I found her 
she was under my mother’s 
car and down one side she 
had lost a patch of fur.” 

Ms Milnes said Bonnie is 
now very nervous, adding: 
“This experience has had an 
awful affect on her. My son 
Aiden is autistic and four 
years old and he doesn’t 
understand what has 
happened to Bonnie and all 
he can see is her with the 
bald patch.” 

The incident has been 
reported to police and a 
spokeswoman said they 
were not aware of any 
similar incidents. 

Ms Milnes wanted to warn 
other cat owners in the area.

Flats scam woman 
ripped off £37,000

A PROPERTY manager who 
scammed customers out of 
£37,000 in deposits was “manip¬ 
ulative, dishonest and self-pity¬ 
ing”, a judge said. 

Christine Robe, 55, who was 
diagnosed with bipolar disorder 
earlier this year, looked after 
rental apartments for their own¬ 
ers. 

But in 2009 and 2010 she com¬ 
mitted a series of frauds, includ¬ 
ing charging for furniture which 
never arrived and collecting fresh 
deposits for flats that were 
already occupied. 

It was revealed that Robe had 
moved into one of the properties 
herself and that some of the fur¬ 
niture had been delivered there. 

James McLernon, prosecuting, 
said she had taken on the man¬ 
agement of a block of flats in 
Kettering Road, Northampton, in 
October 2009. 

He said: “The defendant drew 
up a list of furnishings at a cost of 
£3,400 per flat.” 

But after paying the agreed 
total, the owner said “insufficient 
progress” had been made by 
November and he had still not 
received the full set of furniture 


by December. Mr McLernon 
added: “She said the furniture 
was coming. But it transpired the 
defendant had moved into the 
property herself where some of 
the furniture had been delivered.” 

Robe later took deposits from 
tenants but failed to pay them 
into the agreed account and told 
the owner that the furniture was 
rented and did not belong to him. 

The 55-year-old, who now lives 
in Bishop Auckland, also defraud¬ 
ed the owner of two flats in Broad 
Street, Northampton, promising 
in September 2009 to furnish 
them both at £3,500 each. 

But when the owner visited the 
apartments on Christmas Eve he 
found there was “nowhere near 
the amount of furniture agreed 
and paid for”. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard that the fraudster took a 
total of £37,095 in false deposits 
from 11 victims. Stephen Evans, 
mitigating, argued that Robe’s 
behaviour did not start out as a 
dishonest scheme. 

He said: “There must have been 


occasions when she thought it 
was going to work and it would 
all be alright. It was the ‘this time 
next year we’ll be millionaires’ 
approach.” 

But it was revealed the defen¬ 
dant had previously served a jail 
sentence for defrauding banks of 
more than £150,000 in false loan 
applications. 

Sentencing Robe to six months 
in prison, suspended for two 
years, and 200 hours’ unpaid 
work, Judge Michael Fowler said: 
“What I read about you and what 
I have observed about these 
proceedings lead me to believe 
that you are manipulative, 
dishonest and self-pitying. 

“The most serious element of 
this offending, it seems to me, is 
the fact that you took deposits. 
These were thefts from individu¬ 
als who were expecting to receive 
secure accommodation. 

“But that money was used by 
you to keep all the balls in the air 
at once. 

He added: “You have been very 
fortunate not to go to prison.”

THE vision for Northampton’s 
future has been literally laid out 
for all to see this week. 

A giant floorplan of the regener¬ 
ation installed at the Guildhall 
allows members of the public to 
walk around the new-look town, 
and find out more about each 
project. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, was on hand to answer 
questions. 

He said: “There are some really 
exciting things going on in 
Northampton and plans to drive 
the economy in the future, 
through great initiatives like the 
Waterside Enterprise Zone, are 
really taking shape. 


“We want a dynamic town with 
a vibrant economy that mixes the 
best of our heritage and culture 
with a new investment and devel¬ 
opment. 

“I hope people will take the 
opportunity to come along to the 
exhibition and find out about all 
the positive moves that are well 
underway.” 

Experts have also created an 
interactive 3D model of the town 
centre, allowing visitors to see the 
developments from every angle. 

Work began this week on a 
new skatepark at Midsummer 
Meadow, but the biggest project 
to get off the ground is the bus 
station. 

Designs for the new interchange 
on the site of the Fishmarket have 
been submitted to Northampton 
Borough Council for approval. 


The plans mark a significant 
step in the progress of the whole 
regeneration - once work on the 
new bus station is complete, the 
Greyfriars building can be 
demolished, making way for the 
expansion of the Grosvenor shop¬ 
ping centre. 

Under the proposals, 12 bus 
bays would be located within the 
new building, which would house 
ticketing facilities, toilets, a cafe 
and shops. 

Seven bus bays would be locat¬ 
ed at the top of Drapery, with a 
further two bays on Bradshaw 
Street, which the county council 
and the West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation 
(WNDC) believe will provide 
enough capacity for the next 20 
years. 

Their report estimates that “the 
new bus interchange will bring 
circa 10 million public transport 
users into a neglected part of the 
town centre”. 

Councillor Andre Gonzalez De 
Savage, county council cabinet 
member for infrastructure and 
public protection, said: “The 
regeneration of Northampton is 
really starting to gather pace 
now and the new bus interchange 
is an integral part of this develop¬ 
ment as it complements much of 
the other work which will be tak¬ 
ing place. 

“For many the bus interchange 
would be their introduction to the 
town, so it’s important that we 
have a building which is bright, 
clean and welcoming and I 
believe this is the case with the

designs we have here.” The coun¬ 
ty council has contributed 
£600,000 and £3m has come from 
the borough council, but the bulk 
of the project is being funded by 
the WNDC, which has allocated 
£4m. 

Chris Garden, WNDC’s director 
of regeneration, said: “The new 
bus interchange is a key part of a 
bigger picture. 

“Not only will it provide modern 
facilities for bus passengers, it will 
support the future redevelop¬ 
ment of the Grosvenor Centre. It 
is therefore a crucial element of 


local plans to attract new jobs and 
investment to the town.” 

Planners hope the station’s strik¬ 
ing glass structure will become a 
landmark for Northampton’s 
town centre, with more than 120 
bus arrivals and departures 
during peak hours. 

Councillor Tim Hadland, the 
borough council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration, enterprise 
and planning, said: “This is some¬ 
thing our town needs. 

“We have been working on 
providing the best environment 
for regular bus users and visitors 


to our town centre. At the same 
time we will be freeing up a large 
area north of the town centre for 
redevelopment to improve our 
town centre, which will attract 
investment and create jobs.” 

The proposals will be on display 
at the Guildhall between 9am and 
5pm until May 4. 

The exhibition will be staffed 
tomorrow to give people the 
opportunity to ask questions 
about the design.

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University eyes up 
possible relocation

THE University of Northampton 
could be on the move. 

It has expressed an interest in a 
site as a potential location for a 
new campus which would see it 
move from Boughton Green Road 
and St George’s Avenue in 
Northampton to the Waterside 
Enterprise Zone, near the River 
Nene. 

In a statement the university 
said it was reviewing the possibil¬ 
ity of a relocation of the two 
campuses to a new site. 

Regeneration body, the West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation (WNDC), is current¬ 
ly inviting expressions of interest 
from prospective development 
partners for the Avon Nunn Mills 
site. 

Led by WNDC, the 20 hectare 
brownfield area overlooks the 
River Nene and historic parkland 


and includes a disused cosmetics 
factory and a former power 
station. 

Peter Mawson, WNDC’s chief 
executive, said: “With its river¬ 
front location, infrastructure links 
and proximity to Northampton 
town centre Avon Nunn Mills is 
a flagship development opportu¬ 
nity.” 


WNDC is supporting the deliv¬ 
ery of key regeneration projects in 
Northampton town centre and is 
actively promoting the Avon 
Nunn Mills scheme. 

It has started a Compulsory 
Purchase Order covering the 
entirety of the site, which is 
expected to conclude by the end 
of the year.

Pipe ban but not much to say on leaks 


I FEEL I have to reply to the 
letter by Peter Simpson, 
Anglian Water MD (Herald & 
Post April 12). 

He outlined the reasons 
why the hosepipe ban was 
introduced on April 5 but he 
fell short on saying anything 
about the failure on behalf 
of Anglian Water to tackle 
the water leakage. 

Anglian Water and 
Southern Water have both 
failed to meet targets to cut 
down on water leakage in 
the 2010-11 tax year, accord¬ 
ing to figures from Ofwat, 
the regulator. 


AW (and Southern) missed 
the targets by 18 megalitres a 
day equivalent to a 7.2 
Olympic-sized swimming 
pool a day. 

The total loss of water 
through leakage from all 
seven water companies (of 
which five have met their 
targets) was 1,299 megalitres 
a day - almost 520 Olympic 
pools. AW has also hits its 
unmetered water customers 
with a 9.7 per cent rise to 
£242 and metered cus¬ 
tomers with 4.7 per cent rise.

Bairstow eves 
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Man jailed for 
‘graphic’ porn

A PAEDOPHILE caught 
filming children playing 
outside his home has 
been jailed for possessing 
and making thousands of 
indecent images and 
videos. 

Michael Lewis, 51, was 
arrested on April 7 last 
year when worried 
parents living nearby 
called police to his 
Northampton home. 

Officers seized his cam¬ 
corder, a laptop and a 
desktop computer which 
were found to hold an 
extensive library of child 
pornography with more 
than 8,000 abusive 
images. There were also 12 
videos, downloaded from 
the internet, showing 
adults raping children as 
young as three. 

The defendant, described 
by a judge as “isolated” 
and “dangerous”, was 
sentenced to three years in 
prison on Friday. 

Judge Sylvia De 
Bertodano said: “The 
images you had show 
clearly very real situations 



in which girls as young as 
three or four are being 
criminally exploited, 

raped and sexually abused 
in a way that the vast 
majority of the public 
would find horrifying. 

“You are making a signif¬ 
icant contribution to the 
ongoing market for 
increasingly graphic 
images of children.” 

James McLernon, prose¬ 
cuting, told Northampton 
Crown Court that the 
defendant was on licence 
from a previous prison 
sentence when he com¬ 
mitted the crimes, and 
that he had been banned 
from using the internet. 

Lewis, now of no fixed 


address, was previously 
jailed for four years in 
2006 for sexually abusing 
girls under the age of 13. 

Stephen Evans, mitigat¬ 
ing, said the defendant 
had admitted that he had 
a problem. 

He added: “He recognis¬ 
es that he confines him¬ 
self in his room thus creat¬ 
ing the environment 
where these offences 
happen. 

“There’s very little I can 
say about the offences 
because he made full 
admissions when inter¬ 
viewed. If he could take 
tablets or have an injec¬ 
tion to stop it, he would.” 

Sentencing, Judge De 
Bertodano told Lewis: 
“You have some under¬ 
standing of your condi¬ 
tion. You know that it’s a 
compulsion and you are 
realistic about the difficul¬ 
ties you have in control¬ 
ling it.” 

But she added: “I have 
no doubt whatsoever that 
you pose a significant risk 
of serious harm to chil¬ 
dren by committing fur¬ 
ther offences against 
them.”

A DRUG dealer got a nasty 
surprise when a potential 
customer turned out to be 
an off-duty police officer.

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HGVs facing ban 
over ‘waste’ find

The trouble is 100 metres 
away there is a designated 
HGV parking area but if 
they used this they would 
have to pay to park up 
overnight.” 

The HGV ban is going 
through the council and 
could be in place by August. 


MP adds fuel to gasometer campaign

Since February, activists 
have been campaigning to 
save the Towcester Road 


structure from being knock¬ 
ed down when this area is 
redeveloped.

Fighters’ high-fives

A THUG was seen high-fiving 
his friend after leaving two 
victims lying unconscious 
outside a town centre nightclub. 

Mattaus Bates, of Brookside 
Meadows, Northampton, started 
a fight on the Drapery, 
Northampton, in the early hours 
of June 10 last year. 

The 20-year-old, and a juvenile 
co-defendant, who was sentenced 
at an earlier hearing, attacked 
three men in total, leaving two of 
them collapsed on the floor. 

Bates, a former roofer, denied a 
charge of affray, but was convict¬ 
ed after trial at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court on March 21. 

Sentencing Bates on Friday, 
Judge Richard Bray said such 
offences had become all too 
common. 

He added: “The public are sick

and tired of this sort of violence 
at night, after drinking in pubs 
and clubs.” 

Prosecutor Rebecca Wade said 
Bates was identified by an 
eye-witness, who recognised the 


offender because he used to play 
football with him. 

He described Bates as “acting 
aggressively” towards the three 
victims and “squaring up” to 
them, and said he saw the defen¬ 
dant kicking one of the men as he 
lay “limp” on the ground. 

The two attackers were said to 
have walked away high-fiving 
each other in celebration of their 
violent acts. 

One victim required seven 
stitches to a wound on his head. 

Judge Bray said Bates was a 
“persistent offender” and the 
court heard he had previous 
convictions for ABH, common 
assault and intimidating a 
witness. 

Kathryn Howarth, mitigating, 
said: “He is sorry for what he did. 
It is a nasty offence and clearly 
one that requires a custodial 
sentence.” 

Bates was jailed for 18 months.

unit gets 3,000 calls a year

NEW figures released by 
Northamptonshire Police show it 
receives around 3,000 calls about 
missing people every year. 

The Force’s Missing Persons Unit is 
made up of two co-coordinators, Nick 
Cummings and Deborah Gordon. 
Since the unit was formed three 


years ago, they have overseen the 
police’s response to missing people in 
the county. 

A day’s work for the pair involves 
daily monitoring of those who have 
disappeared and this is constantly 
updated as people are lost and found. 

Each report of a missing person 
involves the completion of a risk 
assessment including details such as 
age, health, where the person lives, 


whether a suicide note has been left, 
whether the person is old and suffers 
dementia or whether they have a 
history of disappearing. 

That assessment will then set the 
tone for the investigation. 

Mr Cummings said: “We don’t do the 
actual searching on a day-to-day 
basis. 

“What we are about is looking at the 
risks that are involved and making 


sure we are dealing with them appro¬ 
priately. Obviously some of the cases 
are completely unknown to us and our 
job is trying to inform the Force of the 
risks involved.” 

The Missing Persons Unit works with 
partner agencies such as International 
Social Services, International Child 
Abduction, Search UK and Shelter, as 
well as the Force’s own Child 
Protection Team. 


Trading Standards sounds 
warning over alarm costs 


RESIDENTS across the 
county are being warned 
about a possible security 
alarm scam. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council’s Trading Standards 
service has been contacted 
by consumers who have 
received unsolicited 
telephone calls from 
companies offering to install 
security systems. 

Initial contact is made by 
cold-calling residents via 
telephone to arrange an 
appointment. 

However, although the 
alarm may be free or 
available at a nominal cost, 
the ongoing maintenance 


costs are high and there is a 
cancellation fee. 

Trading Standards are 
advising that consumers do 
not purchase security 
systems from companies 
that are cold-calling either on 
the telephone or at the door. 

Instead, people who are 
considering investing in an 
alarm system should obtain 
quotes from at least three 
security companies. 

The firms should also be 
subject to an independent 
inspection by a recognised 
body, either The National 
Security Inspectorate or 
Security Systems and Alarms 
Inspection Board.

QmvhKj your own vegetables 


No stately home worth its 
salt would have functioned 
without a kitchen garden. 
Neat rows of carrots and 
potatoes, beetroot and beans 
were planted up and tended, 
year in and year out - those 
old nurserymen retainers 
knew their onions when it 
came to... well, onions. 

If you aspire to grow your own garden produce 
you don't need a three acre walled garden and 
an army of cap-doffing, horny-handed men of 
the soil. A small, sunny patio and an assortment 
of pots will do. Pots which are about 25 cm 
diameter will suit smaller vegetables. Big plants 
such as courgettes need at least 30 cm 
diameter. Plastic pots take less watering than 
terracotta. Just fill them with a multi-purpose 
compost and remember to water regularly to 
keep them moist. 

If you have space, a vegetable plot, even a small 
one, should produce regular pickings during the 
summer. The ideal position is sheltered from 
wind but in sun for most of the day, especially if 


you plan to grow tender plants like cucumbers 
and tomatoes. 

If the soil already grows flowers or a lawn, it 
should be fine for vegetables. Dig the area over 
as deeply as you can and work in garden 
compost or soil conditioner to improve the 
texture. 

There’s no better way to ensure children eat 
healthily than to let them grow their own 
vegetables. Tomatoes are an obvious choice, 
especially cherry types, as little fingers can pick 
and eat them straight off the plant. 

The traditional type of cucumber is a bit unwieldy 
but look for newer varieties which are ready when 
they’re just 10 cm long. Vegetables that produce 
something to eat quickly, such as radish, spring 
onion, baby carrot and baby salad leaf, are ideal. 
They should be ready in as little as six weeks in 
summer. 

These are some of the easiest and most rewarding 
vegetables to start off with. They’ll take up hardly 
any room in the garden and will give you a rich 
supply of fresh produce. Why fork out on salad 
leaves in plastic bags when you can buy packets 
of ready-mixed salad seed - or even buy separate 
packets of seed and make your own mix. Try Little 
Gem lettuce, red chard, salad rocket and mizuna. 
You can add other flavours such as coriander or 
mustard. Starting in April, scatter seed thinly. 
Cover with a dusting of compost and water 


regularly. After about six weeks you will be able to 
cut enough for a meal. The stumps should re-grow 
for second or third cuts. Sow plants a fortnight apart 
to get regular pickings all summer. 

Carrots can be tricky to grow in the ground but in 
pots, it's easy-peasy - or rather easy-carroty. Choose 
an early variety such as Early Nantes, which will 
produce baby roots in six to eight weeks. Baby 
carrots can be pulled out as soon as they reach 
about 1 cm across. Pull up as many as you need for 
a meal and then leave the rest to grow on. When 
you get the hang of this, baby beetroot and radishes 
can be grown in the same way. 

Potatoes end up in the cooking pot. But did you 
know that they can also start out in a pot too? 
Forget the geraniums, this summer, why not adorn 
your patio with potato plants. Pick an early variety. 
You’ll need one seed potato per 10 -litre pot. 

Half fill the pot with compost and push the 
potato just beneath the surface. As shoots start 
to grow, fill up the pot with compost. Brrrr! 

Potato leaves are sensitive to frost so cover 
the young plant at night if it's chilly. Plant in 
April and by July, you’ll have lots of egg-sized 
new potatoes; delicious.

THEATRE REVIEW 

WONDERFUL TOWN 

Milton Keynes Theatre 

Until Saturday 

IT’S an old, old musical 
theatre story but hey, it 
works! And if that’s not 
the cue for a song... 

Small town innocent 
arrives in big city in 
search of fame, fortune 
and, because it’s crucial to 
the plot, love. Only in the 
case of Wonderful Town it 
is two sisters who pitch 
up in New York fresh from 
Hicksville, Ohio. 

Eileen is an aspiring 
actress and a fully- 
qualified blonde bomb¬ 
shell who merely has to 
flutter her eyelashes to 
draw a crowd of smitten 
admirers. Ruth, a gawky 
brunette with a degree in 
contrariness, is a 
wannabee writer. 

With little money and 
even less in the way of 
sense they move into a 
‘centrally-located, charm¬ 
ing, air-conditioned, 
lower ground floor apart¬ 
ment’ (translation: pokey, 
noisy, basement flat with 
nothing to stop anyone 
climbing in through the 
open windows). 

But it’s in Greenwich 
Village, the spiritual and 
geographical home of 
New York’s artists and 
Bohemians and though 
they might not have 
much to eat they’ve got all 
the atmosphere and com¬ 
panionship they could 
ever want - and some¬ 
times when they don’t 
want it too. 

It’s been a long journey 
from the real-life experi¬ 
ences in the 1920s of a 
budding journalist from 
Ohio called Ruth 
McKenney to the stage in 
Milton Keynes Theatre. 
But it’s a welcome arrival. 

And though it’s 60 years 
since Leonard Bernstein 
was approached by lyri¬ 
cists Betty Comden and 
Adolph Green to write the 
music for Wonderful 


Town, the songs are as 
fresh, as funny and as 
feisty as they ever were. 

The storyline and many 
of the characters may be 
as thin as cardboard, but 
the song and dance num¬ 
bers positively burst with 
energy, colour and life. 

No more so, than when 
performed by former 
Sound of Music talent 
contest winner, Connie 
Fisher as Ruth. 

In her first role since 
having major surgery on 
her vocal chords she is 
back in fantastically good 
form - albeit with a voice 
that doesn’t hit those top 
Cs any more. 

But as an earthy alto 
rather than a sweetly 
piping soprano, Connie 
grabs the part of Ruth and 
has a ball with it. 

Belting out the number 
‘100 Ways to Lose A Man’, 
she has cast off all 
remnants of juvenile 
lead associations and 
re-emerged as a fully- 
formed character actress. 

Lucy van Gasse, as 
Eileen, sings and looks 
like an angel. 

She has just enough 
‘blonde’ moments to 
provide some great 
laughs without becoming 
stereotypically ‘dumb’. 

Michael Xavier, as the 
impossibly tall, dark and 
handsome love interest 
and Nic Greenshields, the 
improbably tall but 
eminently likeable former 
college football player, 


The Wreck, both provide 
great support. 

But it’s a show that 
wouldn’t work without 
a terrifically lively and 
talented company. 

This production, a 
collaboration between 
Manchester’s Royal 
Exchange Theatre 

Company, The Halle 
Orchestra and The Lowry, 
Salford, has just that. 

The young cast fizzes 
with life throughout every 
number whether it’s 
swing, jazz, jive or beat. 

And for me the joy 
culminates in the 
all-singing, all-dancing 
troupe of ‘Oirish’ New 
York cops who have lost 
their hearts to Eileen. The 
number is as off-the-wall 
as it is hilarious. 

It’s been more than 20 
years since Wonderful 
Town was last staged in 
London. 

Now, it’s true I don’t 
know every song from the 
shows of the last 60 years, 
but it’s odd not to recog¬ 
nise a few bars from even 
a single number. 

However, while it does¬ 
n’t have the soaring, 
unforgettable tunes that 
characterised Bernstein’s 
later masterpiece, West 
Side Story, Wonderful 
Town is still a glorious 
romp through, yes, a 
wonderfully entertaining 
show.

Called Invitation, the 
dynamic model was unveiled 
last month at the Geneva 
Motor Show by Nissan’s 
executive vice president, 
Andy Palmer, who announced 
a production version will be 
launched at the firm’s 
Sunderland plant in the UK in 
2013. 

The model will be built 
alongside the highly popular 
Juke crossover and will 
compete within the core 
mainstream B-segment. 

In addition to vehicle 
assembly - Sunderland will 
carry out axle production, 
cylinder head casting, 
camshaft machining and 
engine assembly, represent¬ 


ing an overall investment of 
£125 million by Nissan in the 
UK. 

The project is also 
supported by a £9.3m 
investment grant offer from 
the UK Government's 
Regional Growth Fund. 

It is anticipated the new 
model will have an initial 
annual volume of around 
100,000 units depending on 
market demand. 

This will help to cement 
Sunderland as the largest car 
plant in the UK - a position it 
has held for the last 14 years. 

Last year, the plant’s 25th 
anniversary, Sunderland set a 
new production record with 
more than 480,000 units 
rolling off the lines. 

As well as playing a key role 
in Nissan’s market expansion 
within Europe, the new 
model will also have a 


significant benefit in terms of 
jobs with around 2,000 new 
posts created at Nissan and 
amongst its UK supplier base. 

Trevor Mann, Nissan senior 
vice president for 
manufacturing in Europe, 
said: “This plant has a 20-year 
heritage in producing 
successful compact cars 
stretching back to the first 
Micra rolling off the line in 
1992. 

“I’m delighted that 
Sunderland has secured 
what will be another very 
important model for Nissan 
in Europe. 

“It is a testament to the 
workforce, the ongoing 
support from the UK 
Government and all of our 
regional partners and 
suppliers. 

"The additional volume will 
maintain Sunderland as the 


country’s largest car plant and 
we expect and look forward 
to a very busy future.” 

Business secretary Vince 
Cable said: “It is fantastic 
news that Nissan will be 
building the new model in 
Sunderland. 

“The investment is a boost 
for jobs at Nissan’s plant as 
well as the wider supply 
chain. 

“This latest announcement 
highlights the UK’s track 
record of attracting inward 
investment. 

“Global vehicle 
manufacturers are beating 
a path to the UK’s door. 

“They recognise that the 
Government values the 
automotive sector. Nissan 
was able to push on with 
developing this latest project 
thanks to the Regional 
Growth Fund offer.”

we knew we could come here and 
win. 

“We know we’ve got to win at 
home to Worcester and then we’ve 
got play-offs where we’ve got to do 
the same. 

“We know we can perform well 
against the big teams because we 
put in great performances against 
Saracens and Harlequins.

SHORT-lived BBC sitcom ‘Big Jim 
and the Figaro Club' featured a 
group of builders in 1950s Britain 
who looked out for each other and 
regularly banded together to 
thwart whatever nefarious 
scheme was threatening their way 
of life. 

Their leader was the aforemen¬ 
tioned Big Jim, and although it was 
never exactly revealed who, or 
indeed what, Figaro was, the basics 
were this - when one person calls 
on Figaro, everyone calls on Figaro. 

A similar call to arms may well 
have been made by another Jim 
recently, in this case Northampton 
Saints director of rugby Mallinder, 
with his side facing the realistic 
possibility of not making the Aviva 
Premiership play-offs ahead of last 
Sunday’s game at Exeter Chiefs. 

Perhaps it was something the 
boss said, or maybe even erstwhile 
captain Dylan Hartley, who was in 
attendance at Sandy Park despite 


being unable to play as he serves 
his eight-week suspension. 
Whatever it was, an 18-15 win 
ensured they go into the final 
weekend of the regular season in 
pole position to reach the play-offs. 

Mallinder admitted afterwards 
that it was near-on unthinkable for 
Northampton not to be in the top 
four, saying: “It would have been 
massively disappointing and we 
said at the beginning of this year 
that it was going to be difficult hav¬ 
ing a lot of World Cup players out, 
while ourselves and Leicester had 
poor starts to the season. 

“But we’ve pulled it around, had 
some good results in the middle of 
the season. We’re delighted after 
last week that it is back in our 
hands and we’ve got a chance of 
that top four. 

“It’s good that it’s in our hands 
and we can’t worry too much about 
the semi-final. That’s where we 
want to be, but now we’ve got to 
make sure that we beat Worcester 
because Exeter will go to Saracens 
and won’t give up.” 


Northampton faced a seven- 
point deficit at the interval, but 
were back in the game early in the 
second half when a fine move from 
the back of a scrum led to Chris 
Ashton going over in the corner for 
an unconverted try. 

Stephen Myler also kept the 
scoreboard ticking over with eight 
points, while Paul Diggin’s try six 
minutes from time ensured the vic¬ 
tory. However, Exeter did manage 
to at least secure a losing bonus 
point thanks to Richard Baxter’s try 
on the stroke of full time. 

Mallinder was delighted with the 
response from the previous week’s 
humbling defeat at home to 
Leicester Tigers, and hailed the 
performance of the set piece in 
being crucial to the win. 

“After our defeat last week, where 
we were well beaten and came sec¬ 
ond best, it was always going to be 
difficult going down to Exeter 
against a strong side with momen¬ 
tum and everything to play for,” he 
said. 

“But we played well, it was close 


at half time but we didn’t panic and 
I think our second half perform¬ 
ance deserved the win. 

“The line-out and the scrum were 
very even, and we know that 
they’ve got a good set piece and 
they do put you under pressure in 
those areas. 

“They were also winning that aer¬ 
ial battle in the first half, but in the 
second half the line-out started to 
take control and the scrum - par¬ 
ticularly when the replacements 
came on - really did put them 
under pressure. The second try was 
a result of that.” 

The upshot of this is that the 
Saints now have a one-point lead 
over Exeter in the race for the 
remaining semi-final spot. 
Northampton host Worcester 
Warriors a week on Saturday, while 
the Chiefs must travel to Saracens. 

And with either Harlequins or 
Leicester away looking their most 
likely semi-final opponents, Big 
Jim may have to call on Figaro 
more than once between now and 
the end of the season.

Mission accomplished 

Boothroyd plans rebuilding job after Town secure league status

AND with that, Northampton 
Town’s status in League Two for 
next season was finally secured. A 
0-0 draw away to Hereford United 
gave them the point that was 
needed, meaning manager Aidy 
Boothroyd can now fully concen¬ 
trate on 2012/13. 

Indeed, rebuilding is a word that 
he uses frequently. Despite the 
turnaround the side have enjoyed 
since he replaced Gary Johnson as 
Cobblers boss, it is clear that he has 
only just started the job of chang¬ 
ing the club into potential promo¬ 
tion contenders. 

He confessed that the feeling after 
Saturday’s game was one of relief, 
not that Boothroyd ever doubted 
that Northampton would finish 
outside of the relegation zone. Now 
though, he can start to further 
advance his plans for the squad. 

“The core has done well if we look 
at the form table since February,” 
he said. “We’re about eighth up to 
now and what that would say is 
that we’re the eighth-best team in 
the league so far. 


“We’ve got two more games to 
play, we want to finish the season 
strong, but certainly we need to 
make sure that we rebuild. 

“The reason things have 
improved is because I have been 
able to move one or two players out 
and bring some new players in. 

“Every manager has his preferred 
type of player and I just felt we 
needed to get some backbone into 
the team. 

“We needed some characters to 
add to what we have already got 
and thankfully the ones that have 
come in have performed very well.” 

Some of the squad already know 
where they stand. Earlier this week, 
Nathaniel Wedderburn and Lewis 
Young were told that their deals 
would not be renewed, joining fel¬ 
low out-of-contract players Jason 
Crowe, Ryan Gilligan and Michael 
Built in leaving. 

There are also several under con¬ 
tract for next season who have not 
been regulars under Boothroyd. Of 
them, Paul Turnbull is currently on 
loan at former side Stockport 
County, while Byron Webster is 
mostly a substitute and Arron 
Davies has barely figured. 


The manager has insisted that 
everyone will be given the chance 
to impress over the final two games 
and pre-season, although he is not 
expecting too much experimenta¬ 
tion with the starting line-up 
against Gillingham in the final 
home game on Saturday. 

Boothroyd said: “I don’t think 
we’ll get everything that I want to 
get in over the summer, and very 
rarely do you start a pre-season 
with all of your pieces in the jigsaw. 

“I think we’re maybe about six or 
seven pieces short of our jigsaw to 
start the campaign, we’ll start whit¬ 
tling away and moving one or two 
in terms of if people are interested. 

“We always think that we want to 
bring people in, but other people 
will want our players because, 
despite our league position, some 
players have done very well. 

“I think we need to have a real 
clear out and rebuild to make us a 
force again in the division because 
we haven’t been for a number of 
years.” 

One of those players that is in 
demand is Michael Jacobs, with 
chairman David Cardoza revealing 
on Tuesday that Town turned down 


a bid for the talented midfielder 
from an unnamed Championship 
side. 

His contract expires in the sum¬ 
mer, but even if he decides to leave 
the club would still be entitled to a 
fee for the 20-year-old which could 
be decided by a tribunal. 

Boothroyd and Cardoza are doing 
their best to persuade him today, 
although Boothroyd said: “I think 
he’s unsure at the moment. He 
loves the club, he wants to be part 
of what’s going to happen in the 
future and I can sense that. 

“But at the same time I think 
there is a bit of him that wants to go 
and play at a higher level, and I 
don’t blame him for a second. 

“Generally when it does go to a 
tribunal it goes on for a long time, 
and that’s not good for the club - 
because I can’t plan, or for the play¬ 
er, because he is in a sort of twilight 
zone where he’s not sure where he’s 
going to be. 

“We certainly want him, we have 
made him and offer that we think is 
very good for a player of his age and 
experience, and we want him to be 
part of what we are building for the 
future.” 


Capel sticking to his guns over misfiring Northants 


CRICKET 

DAVID Capel is set to keep the 
Northamptonshire side that have 
suffered defeats in their opening 
two LV= County Championship 
Division Two matches when they 
take on Essex in Chelmsford, 
starting today. 

The county lie bottom of the table 
with seven points after losing to 
Derbyshire and Kent in their 
opening fixtures, so they are looking 
to turn that around as they seek to 
once again be among the promotion 
contenders. 

Head coach Capel has resisted the 
temptation to make sweeping 
changes to the Northants side after 
that disappointing start, but has 
warned that they must justify his 


faith in them if they are not to fall 
behind the pack. 

“Everybody in the squad is looking 
for an improvement in our 
performances,” he said. “I’m keeping 
faith with the same team and we 
are now looking to kick on. 

“We know that conditions are 
difficult at the start of the English 
season, but it is the same for every 
county. 

“We need to start putting some 
decent totals on the board and 
we’re looking for our batsmen to get 
past the 20s and 30s. 

“Essex at home are always difficult 
to play against. I’ve never known it 
to be otherwise and in the 
Championship they are usually a 
good side. We’re looking for our 
bowlers to get at their first five 


wickets because then they can be 
exposed, and that’s something I 
have noticed with them.” 

The weather forecast is hardly 
conducive to playing much cricket 
and there has been much grumbling 
from some quarters about the 
wisdom of the ECB’s decision to go 
for the earliest-ever start to the 
season this year. 

Rain also thwarted Northants’ 
hopes of getting more batting 
practice under their belts during last 
week’s first-class fixture away to 
Durham MCCU, which ended in a 
draw. 

However, Capel is not worrying 
about something that he cannot 
control, saying: “We’re keen to get 
out there and play cricket. 

“We want to be striving to get into 


our stride and not only picking up 
some bonus points but going for 
victories as well. We’ve got four 
Championship games coming up 
and three of them are away, and we 
don’t want to be having to play 
catch-up with the other counties 
later in the season.” 

Captain Andrew Hall will face a late 
fitness test before a decision is 
made on whether or not he will 
feature against Essex. The South 
African played in last week’s 
university match, but has since 
suffered another slight calf strain. 

Con de Lange has also travelled 
with the 13-man squad and could 
feature in a twin spin attack with 
former Essex man James 
Middlebrook, depending on the 
conditions. 


Bahrain problems 
end with ‘massive’ 
result for di Resta 

FORMULA ONE 

PAUL di Resta gave Force India something to 
smile about after a difficult weekend for the 
team with a sixth place in Sunday’s Bahrain 
Grand Prix. 

The race was shrouded in controversy for 
taking place amid the backdrop of ongoing 
civil unrest in the country that forced last 
year’s event to be cancelled. 

The Silverstone-based team found 
themselves inadvertently caught up in the 
protests, with a petrol bomb landing close 
to a car carrying four of their mechanics on 
Wednesday. 

Two of them subsequently returned home, 
while Force India also pulled out of Friday’s 
second practice session to ensure they 
were back in their hotel before nightfall. 

However, they finally had a reason to 
celebrate after di Resta held off Ferrari’s 
Fernando Alonso at the finish line to equal 
the best result of his Formula One career. 

“The result is massive for us,” said the 
British racer. “The team did an amazing job 
all weekend, the strategy came together 
and the pit-stops were perfect. 

“We knew it would be a big ask to make 
only two stops and it was a close run thing 
at the end because my tyres completely 
went away on the final lap. 

“I had Fernando very close behind me, but 
I saved a bit of KERS coming out of the final 
corner and managed to stay ahead. Apart 
from that, the car has been awesome. 

“So we go away from here as a very happy 
team with a few weeks to reflect on things 
and determined to arrive in Barcelona in 
fighting form.” 

Team-mate Nico Hulkenberg had to settle 
for 12th after suffering with a clutch issue 
on the opening lap that dropped him back 
from 13th on the grid. The next race of the 
FI season is the first of the European 
rounds, with Barcelona once again hosting 
the Spanish Grand Prix on Sunday, May 13. 

Cameron unveils her 
plans for big recovery 

BOXING 

CHANTELLE Cameron has put the 
disappointment of not being selected for the 
World Championships behind her and is now 
fully focused on what the future holds. 

Natasha Jonas was picked ahead of the 
Northampton lightweight to represent Great 
Britain in China next month, as well as having 
the chance to qualify for this summer’s 
Olympics. 

And while it was a huge blow for Cameron at 
the time, she has now regrouped and the 
immediate aim is to secure a place in the 
England squad for the Commonwealth Games 
in Glasgow in two years’ time. 

“When I first found out I was heartbroken,” she 
said. “But I’ve only been boxing for a few years 
and these other girls have been doing it their 
whole lifetime. I’m only 20 and I’ve got plenty of 
time, so now I’m focusing on getting to the 
Commonwealth Games in 2014 and the 2016 
Olympics. I’ve only been with the Great Britain 
squad for a year-and-a-half and I feel so much 
more developed as a boxer. I’m improving all 
the time. Now I want to prove a point. I’m going 
to keep training and I want to show that I 
should have been sent.” 

Cameron spent last week at the Minoas 
women’s training camp in Crete along with 
boxers from 13 other countries, although she 
was unable to take part in the mini-tournament 
after suffering an injury to her wrist. 

That is expected to take three weeks to heal, 
although she was back up in Sheffield training 
yesterday and is still working with her coach 
back in Northampton when at home.

BLAIR Adams isn’t sure what next sea¬ 
son holds for him, but whether the on- 
loan full back returns to Sunderland or 
moves on to pastures new he will be able 
to look back on his experience with the 
Cobblers as helping shape his future. 

Adams (pictured) was one of Aidy 
Boothroyd’s first signings after taking 
over as Northampton Town manager, and 
after being thrust straight into the team 
at Shrewsbury Town in January he has 
since gone on to make 20 appearances.

“It has been an excellent few months 
and I cannot begin to explain how much 
experience I have gained in the 20-odd 
games I’ve played, so I’m very grateful to 
Northampton for giving me the opportu¬ 
nity. 

“Performing under pressure and play¬ 
ing in the situations we have been in has 


been a brilliant experience and the more 
games the better.” 

Northampton finally confirmed their 
Football League status for next season 
with a goalless draw at relegation threat¬ 
ened side Hereford United on Saturday. 
They can now go into their final home 
game of the campaign against 
Gillingham with that weight off of their 
shoulders. 

Not that Boothroyd will be letting the 
side ease off for their last two matches, 
while Adams insists that neither he nor 
his team-mates will be doing so as they 
look to climb the table in the closing 
weeks. 

He said: “We’ve had a tough few weeks. I 
think when the final whistle went on 
Saturday it was just a bit of relief and 
we’re all happy to finally have in the bag 
that we’re safe for next year. 

“The gaffer has been planning all along 
for next season and he’s just happy that 
we have finally clinched safety. 

“We’ll go into the final two games want¬ 
ing to win. There are still six points to play 
for and we can still push up a couple of 
places. 

“With us being so low earlier in the sea¬ 
son and now clinching safety, we just 
want to climb as high up the table as pos¬ 
sible and look at it proudly considering 
where we were a few months ago. 

“That’s what we all want now - just to 
look back at how well we have done in the 
last couple of months, to get out of the 
position we were in and get that many 
points on the board.”

WITH play-off rugby a distinct possibility for 
Northampton, Ben Nutley says he is poised to 
grab his chance of more first team action 
should it be offered to him in the wake of a 
season-ending ban for Calum Clark. 

Saints secured a crucial 18-15 victory at 
fellow Premiership title contenders Exeter 
Chiefs on Sunday that, with only the visit of 
Worcester Warriors remaining, puts them in 
the box seat for the final top four spot. 

The 20-year-old flanker made his 20th 
appearance for Saints this term as a late 
replacement at Sandy Park and he 
recognises an opportunity to further 
establish himself in the absence of fellow 
back row Clark, who is currently serving a 32- 
week ban for the incident that left 
Leicester’s Rob Hawkins with a broken 
elbow in the LV= Cup final defeat last month. 

Nutley said: “You don’t want to wish that 
on anyone - the same with Woody’s [Tom 
Wood] injury, because you want to see 
your best team playing. Sadly, Calum got 
banned and no-one wants to see it, but it 
does open up an opportunity for me and I’ll 
try to grab it with both hands.” 

Clark’s ban was quickly followed by an 
eight-week one for captain Dylan Hartley, but 
despite the influence the two senior forwards 
command, Nutley believes there will be 
nothing lacking during the season run-in. 

“They are two massive leaders in the 
squad but I think we’ve got a number of 
players on the pitch that can lead,” he said. 
“The squad harmony and the way we all 
lead together has not changed at all. We 
are probably closer knit because we have 
had a few injuries and a few bans.” 

Sunday’s appearance added more game 
time to a landmark season for the 
Academy product which has included a 
first senior try and debut starts in the 
league and Heineken Cup. 

Nutley said: “I wasn’t expecting the 
season I’ve had so far. I’ve really enjoyed 
playing in the first team and getting my 
first Premiership and Heineken Cup starts. 
It’s been a good season for me and 
hopefully I can take that on until the end of 
the season and into the next one. 

“I feel like I’ve got my foot in the door to 
give the coaches some selection 
problems.”
